| WO copies of the Jamaican key- 
x plate stamp, Scott’s No. 24, were 
found in New York in 1909, bear- 
J ing the overprint CAYMAN IS- 
LANDS. One was unused, while the 
ther bore the cancellation of Richmond, 
in inland office of Jamaica. As this vari- 
tty was not listed, it naturally aroused 
Interest as to its history, and an effort 
vas made to trace the stamps.

In another 
letter, he says that a lot of Jamaican 
Other correspondence indicates that all 
stamps, to the value of about £10, were 
overprinted in 1890 or ’91, but were 
never used. Ten sheets of 4d. and the 
same of 1d. makes a face value of £10. 
the overprinted stamps were held intact 
by the government of Jamaica, until de- 
stroyed under the supervision of the 
auditor general. It seems unlikely that 





of some 3,000 or 4,000 stamps, if issued, 
these two would be the only survivors. 
Mr. Parsons states, definitely, that he 
was postmaster until 1896, and up to 
that time the stamps were not used. 

A study of the type used in the over- 
printing brings to light various charac- 
teristics which are similar to those found 
on the two pence half penny and of- 
ficial stamps of Jamaican history in the 
1890 period. This includes such easily 
noticed varieties as the badly shaped left 
foot of the letter A, short strokes on the 
N, etc. The Jamaican provisionals are 
known to be the work of Camille Ven- 
dryes, a printer of Kingston during this 
same period. A comparison of the var- 
ious printings of these stamps, and the 
subsequent wearing of the type, shows 
that the Cayman stamps must have been 
made about 1891, before the printing of 
the third issue of the provisionals, when

the type was so badly worn as to be 
practically unusable. 

Another item, which may not at pres- 
ent seem significant, is that, although 
many thousands of Jamaican stamps 
have been examined for postmarks, none 
is found with a Cayman cancellation for 
the years 1896, 1897, 1898. Is the fact 
that the used copy bears the date of 
May 31, 1897, of any importance? 

A summary of the known facts, then, 
gives the following: Overprinted stamps 
were authorized by the governor about 
1891. They were printed by the same 
printer with the same font of type as the 
Jamaican provisionals and officials, also 
about 1891. They were not issued, but 
were later destroyed, probably after 
1896. Whether these two specimens, 
which survive are from among samples, 
and one was cancelled through careless- 
ness or favour, or that they somehow 
slipped into use, is still to be deter- 
mined. 

Any information, no matter how little, 
regarding the postal history of the Cay- 
man Islands, will be greatly welcomed, 
as it may give further corroboration to 
some fact which is now undecided. 


United States Protests Roosevelt 
Stamp 





Associated Press news from Washing- 
ton states that the Postoffice Depart- 
ment has announced its dissatisfaction 
over the fact that Guatemala will pic- 
ture President Franklin D. Roosevelt on 
its coming Constitution stamp of the 4c 
value. 

The Department cites the old statute 
which forbids the picture of any living 
person on our postage stamps. 

We do not understand why such a 
protest should be made when a foreign 
country issues a stamp bearing a picture 
of a living American, and we do not 
remember that any such protest was 
made when Spain issued its Lindbergh 
stamp picturing Lindbergh as well as 
his cat. 

The Guatemalan stamp is not avail- 
able for postage in this country except, 
of course, on international mail, the 
source of which is from Guatemala. 

We predict this will be a most popu- 
lar stamp in America and that it will 
have a sale next only to the famous 
Goya stamp of Spain. Covers from 
Guatemala bearing this stamp should be 
hot sellers for any wise dealer who will 
provide them. 


1937 Health Stamp 





From A. J. Bower, we receive a news 
paper clipping illustrating the 1937 
Health stamp for New Zealand. Vertical 
in shape and twice the size of the ordi- 
nary pastage issue.

Bomba Heads 


This is a story that has been told 
a great many times but since a ques- 
tion-answering columnist in another 
philatelic magazine recently gave an ab- 
surd explanation of the term “Bomba 
heads” it is apparent that stories must 
be retold if those who are constantly 
taking up the hobby are to learn all the 
anecdotes. 

The “Bomba heads” refer to those 
stamps of Sicily which bear the portrait 
of King Ferdinand II (designed by Sig- 
nor Aloisio) and which appeared in 
1859. These stamps were made famous 
by a cancellation that resembled an or- 
nate picture frame and which, so the 
story goes, was ordered by “Bomba” so 
that his postal features might not be 
marred by careless workers charged with 
canceling stamps. The idea was not 
practical for as many times as not the 
frame cancel was so misplaced as to ruin 
the portrait. “Bomba” was not a pop- 
ular ruler and a year after his stamps 
were issued he was compelled to flee to 
England where he died in exile.

That the Post Office Department will 
use the prize winning design for the 1- 
cent stamp is extremely doubtful. Truly 
enough, this design has merit and would 
make a lovely adhesive for United 
States postage, but then it is known that 
other plans have been completed for de- 
signs which will be used. The order to 
work up designs for this series was given 
many months ago, and this writer be- 
lieves they have been approved. 

Some rumor has it that Benjamin 
Franklin’s portrait will not be incorpo- 
rated on any one of the new stamps. 
However, original plans drawn included 
the First Postmaster General, but it is 
believed Franklin will probably hold 
down his likeness on the 1-cent denomi- 
nation as usual. 

One of the prime ideas in The Presi- 
dential Series is to engender the por- 
traits of every president who has not as 
yet been illustrated on a United States 
Postage Stamp. Of course, this does not 
apply to Herbert Hoover, who is still 
living. 

Presidents, therefore, who will be de- 
picted include John Adams, John Quincy 
Adams, Van Buren, William Henry Har 
rison, Tyler, Polk, Fillmore, Pierce, Bu- 
chanan, Johnson, Arthur and Coolidge. 


As has been stated in these columns 
in the past, two new denominations are 
expected to make their appearances with 
the Presidential Series, these being the 
414-cent and the 18-cent. 


Due to the large number of “church 
envelopes” and similar packages for- 
warded through the mail calling for such 
an amount of postage, Post Office offi- 
cials feel that the issue of such a stamp 
will justify the demand. As a non-local 
registered letter requires eighteen cents, 
the Post Office officials, likewise, believe 
that such a denominal adhesive should 
be issued. 

Post Office officials will not divulge 
their plans regarding the assigned presi- 
dents to the various denominations, and 
any published information at this time 
is merely guesswork on the part of the 
writer. 

In the original conception of The 
Presidential Series, it was the idea to 
issue the first of the new regulars be- 
fore the balance of the current year, 
however, as the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing has been so pressed with 
the heavy program of commemorative 
stamps, it was found unwise to start this 
massive production before the new year. 

The S. P. A. 10-cent souvenir sheet 
went off sale at the Philatelic Agency at 
the close of business, Monday, October 
11. The original order for these souve- 
nir sheets amounted to 5,000,000, and 
were placed on first day sale at the 
Convention of the S. P. A. at Asheville, 
N. C., last August. The sheet has proven 
immensely popular as attested by the 
fact that it has been sold out in less 
than two months.

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Order Covers Now 


Collectors of first day covers are urged 
to make arrangements at once for serv- 
ice on the balance of the 3-cent Terri- 
tory publicity series which will come in 
quick succession during the next two 
months. The Alaska stamp will be re- 
leased at Juneau, Alaska, Nov. 12 and 
as collectors’ envelopes must be trans- 
ported to the northern possession by 
water, it should be borne in mind that 
the last chance to get the parcels into 
Juneau on time will be to catch the boat 
which leaves Seattle on Oct. 30. Mail 
for Alaska leaves Seattle every Satur- 
day and arrives at Juneau on Tuesday. 
The first day covers will leave Juneau 
on Nov. 15 and arrive in Seattle three 
days later. As in the case of the Hawaii 
stamp, there is to be no first day sale in 
Washington although all the Territories 
will be available at the Philatelic Agen- 
cy on the day following their first day 
sale in the respective possessions. 

The Puerto Rico stamp will be re- 
leased at San Juan, Puerto Rico, on 
Nov. 25. Mail steamers leave New York 
every Thursday and Saturday for Puerto 
Rico and to insure first day envelopes 
reaching San Juan before the first day 
sale, parcels of envelopes must be in 
New York by May 11. First day covers 
will return to New York on Nov. 29 for 
distribution throughout the country. 

Last of the series—that for Virgin 
Islands—will be released at Charlotte 
Amalie, Virgin Islands, on Dec. 15. In 
order to make certain of delivery of first 
day envelopes at Charlotte Amalie’ be- 
fore Dec. 15 collectors should have their 
envelopes in New York by Dec. 2. 

While points of departure of steamers 
for the possessions are given it is not 
necessary for the collector to route his 
envelopes through these ports. Simply 
address the parcel to the postmaster at 
the city where the stamps are to be 
placed on sale and postal clerks will 
route your order to make the right ship 
connections. Postal officials again em- 
phasize the ruling that not more than 
ten envelopes will be accepted for post- 
ing on first day from any one collector 
nor will orders for stamps alone be 
filled in any of the possessions. Stamps 
may be obtained from either the Phi- 
latelic Agency in Washington or, within 
a few days, at all local post offices. 

It is also announced that these Ter- 
titory stamps have the same status as 
other United States postage stamps and 
will be honored in the United States 
Proper as well as in any of the posses- 
sions. 

There is no air mail connection with 
Alaska but collectors who desire to 
pay the rate of 10 cents per one-half 
ounce may have their first day covers 
returned from Puerto Rico and the Vir- 
gin Islands by air. Covers bearing 6 
cents postage will return to the United 
States proper by steamer and thence by 
air to their destination. 

For the benefit of new collectors it 
might be explained that it is a simple 
matter to obtain first day covers bearing 
new stamps. Send to the postmaster of
